Resolution  urging  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(PUC)    to  devise  a  rate  structure  that  treats  homeowner 
associations  and  other  residents  in  multi-unit  dwellings 
equitably  with  other  consumers  of  power. 

WHEREAS,   The  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  the 
body  charged  with  overseeing  and  regulating  California's 
electricity  rates;  and, 

WHEREAS,   This  year's  energy  crisis  in  California  has  sent 
rates  skyrocketing;  and, 

WHEREAS,    In  an  effort  to  decrease  the  economic  impacts  of 
the  crisis  on  businesses  and  customers,    in  May  2001  the  PUC  set 
up  a  new  five-tier  rate  structure  designed  to  punish  consumers 
whose  power  usage  exceeds  a  set  baseline  per  meter  and  reward 
those  whose  usage  is  below  that  baseline  per  meter;  and, 

WHEREAS,   Though  this  rate  structure  achieves  the  goals  of 
reducing  rates  for  some  consumers,    it  appears  to  have  the 
reverse  effect  on  other  groups;  and, 

WHEREAS,   One  such  group  includes  residents  of  multi-family 
dwellings,   who  may  face  higher  bills  even  if  they  reduce  their 
usage,   because  their  power  is  routed  through  only  a  few  meters,
